In 
Ohio, and the Northern Slates geuerally, 
Public Schools predominste. No city In 
the West probably baa a better system ol 
graded Public Schools than Cincinnati. 
Children there are received into the Pub- 
lic Schools and cla-sed according to what 
they know, and advanced from time to 
time till they reach the High School, the 
course of study of which compares favor- 
ably, in poiut of thoroughness, with the 
1h«si colleges in our country. There they 
graduate and have school prepared t".. 
enter suopeasfully upon the duties of a 
businesa life. 

In Covington an effort has been made 
during the last year to inaugurate a simi- 
lar system of Public Schools. I am glad 
to learn from Prof. Hardy's report— the 
worthy Superintendent— that the effort 
has truly been a success, and ere long the 
Public Schools of Covington w ill be able 
to compete with any of the cities of the 
West in educational excellence. 

I have not alluded to the unpardonable 
neglect all over the State to build suita- 
ble schoolhouses. This, however, is but 
a further proof of the geueral neglect, 
nnticeabls the Stale over, of Public 
Schools. 

The condition of Common Schools in 
Kentucky may be shown in a very unfa- 
vorable light In tbis way There are in 
the State, within the n-hisjl ages, U»s ism 
children. Of this number, the highest at 
school the last year was only 144,000, less 
than one hall. It is true a great man v, 
probably aa many us TO.OtK), went to pri 
vate schools, in regsrd to which nothing 
is here said— our subject being ( .million 
Schools. For the education ol these chil- 
dren the State paid fcr/u.ooo, or less than 
one dollar per child. It is no wonder, 
then, tbst there are now tto.oou, over 
tw-euly yean of age, who caun-jt read 
and write. 

Now we find our Public Sc 
deplorable condition for tl 
reasons: 

L They are inefficient. Iu consequence 
of w hich, they have not met public ex- 
pectation, and hence confidence iu thcin 
is lost. 

1 The total lack of interest in selecting 
sites for school-houses, in building and 
equipping them, in trying to make the 
sctionl-grounds and bouses inviting to 
children. 

3. Indifference in many places as to 
qualification of teachers. 

4. The wealth aud moneyed influence 
of the State is opfiosed to them. 

5. The amount of money contributed 
by the State is entirely inadequate for 
the purpose specified. 

Unless something can Is? done to reme- 
dy these evils, Public Schools in Ken- 
lucky will continue, to be far behind 
those in the Northern and Western States. 
Ignorance will increase, crime will mul- 
tiply, aud what ought to be spent in edu- 
citing the masses, will have to lie spent 
in enlarging the Penitentiary of 'be Stale.

The committee sppoluted to prepare a 
paper expressive ol Ibe sense or the As- 
sociation on the subject of the "Salaries 
of Teachers" made the following as their 
report, which was atlopted: 

Wherkas, The interests of the people 
will belorsrsrded by every advauce made 
in our profession; and whereas, the ex- 
cellence snd progress of our profession 
depend upon the securing and retaining 
of able and experienced teachers; aud 
whereas, such are being driven from the 
profession by tbe Insufficituit remunera- 
tion giveu them, and drawn into more 
lucrative pursuits; therefore, 

S.soti>ed, 1. That salaries should be 
such aa to attract to this profession those 
who will bring to it the best taleuf, the 
most thorough preparation, and the devo- 
tion of their lives. 

licsolved, i That it is the duty of edu- 
cators . > en. .ur..ge Ihe increase "of teach- 
ers' salaries, and especially do ».• deem 
this important in tbe case of the salaries 
of ladies. 

llesolved, 3. That to this end we re- 
commend, on the part of teachers, a more 
thorough preparation for the duties of the 
profession, and condemn as .macks those 
who seek it ss s mere stepping-stone or a 
means of pecuniary gain, neglecting the 
proper preliminary training. 

CU BJOl'S FACTS AnOUT WATKR, 

Tbeextent to which waters mingle with 
bodies spparently the most solid is very 
wonderful. The glittering opal, which 
beauty wears as uu ornament, is only 
flint snd water. Ol every 1,200 tans of 
earth which a landholder has in his es- 
tate, 400 sre water. The snow-capped 
sum mits of Snowdon and Ben Sevis 
have many million tuns of water in a 
solidified form. In every plaster of Paris 
statue wbicb an Italian carries through 
our streets for ssle, there is one pound ol 
wster to four pounds of chalk. The air 
we breathe contains five grains-of water 
to each cubic foot of Us bulk. The pota- 
toes and turnips which are boiled for our 
dinuer have, in their raw atate, tho one 
seventy-live per cent, and tbe other nine- 
ty per cent, of water. If a man weigh- 
ing ten stone were squeezed in a hydraul- 
ic press, suven and a hall" atone 
of water would run out, and only 
two and a half of dry residue re- 
main. A man Is, chemically speak- 
ing, forty-five pounds of carbon aud ni- 
trogen, diffused through five and a half 
pailfulls of water. In plants we find 
water thus mingling no less wonderfully. 
A sunflower evaporates one and aquarter 
pints of water a day, and aeabbage about 
tbe same quantity. A wheat plant ex- 
bales in 172 days, about 100,000 grains of 
water. An acre of growing wheat, on 
this calculation, draws and passes out 
alsiut ten tuna of water per day. The 
sap of plants is tho medium through 
which this mass of fluid is conveyed. It 
forms a delicate pump, up which the 
watery particles tun with the rapidity of a 
swift stream. By the action ot "je sap 
various properties may be communicated 
to the growing plant. Timber In France 
is, for Instance, dyed by various colors 
1 •••inn mixed with wster sud sprinkled 
over the root of the tree. Dshlias are alao 
colored by a similar process. 

ARE THERE OTHER INHABITED WORLDS? 

Around the sun, a sphere of 880,000 
miles in diameter, there revolve a num- 
ber of globes; some, the more im|>ortant, 
called planets; some the moons or satel- 
litea of these planets, and the rest ss 
teroids, or else, if very small, lerolites or 
meteors. The planets are, of course, the 
bodies most likely to prove interesting to 
us, snd they may therelore lie profitably 
enumerated. The nearest to the sun is 
Mercury, 37 millions ot miles distant: 
next comes Venus, IS millions of miles 
distant; then the Earth, K millions of 
miles. Outside of us, or further from the 
sun, are Mars, 142 millions ot miles from 
that Intmnaiy; Jupiter, 4«3 millions; Sat- 
urn, 000 millions; Uranus, l.soo millions;

ular canvass of that year, wilh no hopes 
whatever of his own election, but, as he 
ssid, "determined never to abandou the 
great doctrines of non-intervention," and 
never to cease, aa he declared, to warn 
Ihe South of their Impending ruin. 

In this interview we discussed the 
probable effect of a civil war between the 
North and tbe South upon slavery, and 
came to the conclusion that it would al- 
miait certainly end in emancipation. He 
thonght it advisable that this view of the 
future should be laid before the Southern 
people, and requested me to undertake 
the work, which I did in a series of let- 
ters addressed to Charles O'Conor. Bsq , 
entitled "The Destruction of the Union is 
Emancipation." He maintained that the 
South was absolutely blind in respect to 
the tree remedies for existiug evils; that 
tbey exhibited a disposition to attack, 
not only their true friends of the North, 
but were prepsring. In the event of the 
election of Mr. Lincoln, to withdraw 
from the Union— to destroy that alone 
which could save them from emancipa- 
tion and ruin. A few lines, written at 
tbe time, from the letters referred to, will 
convey Judge Douglas' views upon tbis 
point: 

"The Union has done more for slavery 
than slavery has done for the Union. The 
logical work ol tbe Aboliiloulsta is tbe 
ds-truclion of the government. It is the 
Ur that gives to slavery vigor, power, 
- urity, and to slave-labor its great- 



ted bead the fires of martyrdom, 1 saw 
l hat our legislation, however wise and 
patriotic, could do little in tbe way of 
general pacification. 

"You know bow I met that infuriated 
and insulting mob at my own home. I 
stood and faced and denounced tbem. 
Never before had I felt so satisfied with 
my position, so eontident of my powers, 
or so sble to justify my course and de- 
fend my cause. If I bad abandoned the 
Missouri Compromise, I had yielded up 
hastily-formed opinions to solid convic- 
tions of duty, iu support of tbe Constitu 
lion. My triumph on this occasion wss 
the greatest of my eventful life, lor the 
mob that assailed me became either silent 
In shame or noisy in approbation of my 
oourse. 

"So much I have said of the great prin- 
ciple of conatitutlonal law which I have 
here undertaken lo vindicate in a report 
to the Senate. It waa imposed on us by 
tbe South sgalnstour will, and against 
my convictions ol public Justice st the 
time. I was wrong, and its oriMinatora 
were right. The measure has had a leg- 
islative Indorsement, and the two great 
parties of the country have made it a 
covenant of political faith. Tbe way 
would now seeiu to be 



ed to run. and some of the trials it is. In 
my judgment, fated to encounter. It is 
a just measure, because it la constitution - 
si and piactical, and, for a better reason, 
because, if carried out, it will avoi.i ■ 
collision between tbe North ami tbe 
South. It is constitutional, aa Congress 
hss no right, by virtue of powers dele- 
gated to that body, to legislate on the 
subject of slavery, for or sgainst i». ex- 
cept concerning fugitives, snd within tbe 
District of Columbia. Il is practical, and 
In entire harmony with our scheme of 
government, ss the people are left per- 
fectly free to form and regulate their do- 
mestic institutions in their own way.

Tbey •*•- 
lleve it will give them one or more slave 
States. That is s dangerous reason, in 
this, that, failing in lh.ir expect 
make a slave State, tbey may an 
abandon tbe principle and the'men of Hie 
North who, with ineui. have so Car sus- 
tained it, and declare their failure to have 
been effected by systematic sggrieeUine 
upon Southern rights, even by cor- 
rupting the channels of emia. ration 
from East to West.

Having fixed upon this fundamental 
principle, that tbe maintenance of 
the Union is the maintenance of 
slavery, we readily reached tbe op- 
posite conclusion— that tbe overthrow 
of the Union would certainly lead to 
emancipation. He said distinctly on 
this occasion that the election of Mr. 
Lincoln was a foregone event; that it 
was to be regretted, not so much on ac- 
count ol Ihe mere change of administra- 
tion which would follow, but because tbe 
South, he greatly feared, would regard 
such election as sufficient ground to bring 
on a collision between the two sections. 

Di Apr!), lstil, I cilled at Judge Doug- 
las' bouse aud found him, as he said, 
"racked with pains of body and mind." 
He alluded to the state of the country In 
terms of profound grief. "You can "bear 
witness," he said, " to the entire verity of 
my prophecies." In answer to my ques- 
tion, whether there were not some means 
of stopping the war, he replied: "It is 
barely possible, as It Is possible thst both 
parties may now realize the horrors of a 
general struggle." "But," he continued, 
"sre are wide apart, and I fear too wide 
apart to enable us to be heard." Hesltat- 
iug a moment, be said he was engaged 
upon a plan of reconciliation not yet fully 
matured, and he hoped to be able to effect 
a permanent adjustment; that it was, in 
his judgment, much easier to stop the war 
thau to bring tbe parlies to a sense ol 
duly touching the maintenance of the 
Union, which Is the highest interest ot 
both sections. I presume tbis paper is the 
one referred to in Congress about three 
years ago by the Hon. Henry May, of this 
• ity. He (Judge D. i proposed to read 
what he had written: I but suggested that, 
being ill, be had ls?tter postpone it till tbe 
paper should be completed. 

Ailer srranglng to go to New York for 
a little recreation and change, he again 
alluded to the state of bis heelth, remark- 
ing that he expected to live many vears, 
as be thought he was entitled bv reason 
of his stroug constitution and middle age 
to many years more, but that it was pos- 
sible he might pass away. Ue then re- 
ferred to our interview of W.4. and ask- 
ed me if I recollected his prophecies made 
nfter we had gone through tbe Kansas re- 
port. I replied that his speech on that oc- 
casion whs deeply impressed upon mv 
mind and memory. "Should anything 
happeu to me," he continued, "1 want 
you at the pro|ier time to make kuown 
the substance or that apeech." This re- 
quest was Immediately followed by the 
suggestion that "there "is as much honor 
in prophecy as in statesmanship, if, in- 
deed, true statesmanship is not the power 
of prophecy itself." 

I can testily, as doubtless hundreds of 
others can, that Judge Douglas was an 
earnest and sim-ere friend o| tbe Southern I 
people. He had repeatedly referred to 
the early support so tsirdially extended to 
him by them, making him prominent as 
the youngest man ever put up as a Presi- 
dential candidate for nomination; to the 
fidelity of bis Southern friends, and de- 
clared that his temporary separation 
from tbem gave him tbe greater pain, be- 
cause he saw a disposition on their part 
to withdraw from the Union — an act, as 
he said, of utter suicide. 

Having barely glanced at these inter- 
esting reminiscences, I shall now endeav- 
or to give a perfect outline of Judge 
Douglas' remarks, made afier be had oc- 
cupied several hours on the draft of his 
report. I do uot undertake iu all to give 
his precise language, but I am sure I can 
with perfect accuracy convey his views. 
He said: 

"We have uow got through this work, 

anil I want to say something to you which 
I cannot say to the Senate. 1 amstrange- 
ly elated aud depressed by tbis measure. 
1 am perfectly confident of its justice, its 

st it ut inutility, and its adaptation to 

the existing wants of the country. 

"This doctriueof non-intervention waa 
sprung upon us by General Cass In 1848. 
I went into that canvass an earnest ad- 
vocate of the General's election; but, I 
contesa to you, very much inclined, 
where I could well do it, to smother the 
issue. 1 was governed by two reasons 
in this. 

•In the first place, our Southern friends, 
who it was understood had indorsed tbe 
Nicholson letter, hsd not been sufficient- 
ly mindful of the necessity, looking sole- 
ly to tbeir own ultimate safety, of sus- 
taining the Northern Democracy. They 
had become over-sensitive snd, I thought, 
unnecessarily exacting. We had been 



simple laws of population and progress, 
have weakened their attachment to the 
Union. This U seen in the uuanimity 
which tbey bring to tbe support of tbe 
principle of State rights— s principle 
which no man can so cordially maintain 
when confined to efforts to keep the Fed- 
eral Government within the sphere of its 
delegated powers. But it Is manifest, not 
only by oft-recurring threats of seces- 
sion, but by elaborate arguments in pub- 
lic and private in support of the right 
and authority of any member of the 
Union to withdraw at 'pleasure, that the 
South, like the fanatics of the North, are 
pre|*iring, in a certain contingency, to 
break up the Federal system. 

"This right of secession I utterly repu- 
diate. I should be equally opposed to it 
even if the Constitution contained sn ex- 
plicit provisiou authorizing it. I regard 
this govern i ent as a free system of laws, 
ordained by the people through their lo- 
cal legislatures snd standing before the 
whole world in direct antagonism to the 
monarchical sys'ems of the continent of 
Europe, as permanent and indestructible. 
Kngland. in tbis respect, hss become a de- 
fensive power. With s system kindred 
to our own, she has erased to exerciae 
positive influence over tbe great monar- 
chical States of the continent in behalf of 
popular rights. The maintenance, then, 
of the government of the Union is a duty 
we owe to the great cause ol free govern- 
ment everywhere. 

"Tbis brings me to aay a word touch- 
ing the right of the United States to nse 
force for tbe purpose oi maintaining its 
authority against a recusant Stale. I am 
fully convinced that tbe exercise of such 
power was never contemplated by the 
trainers of tbe Government; but I am 
equally clear that the successful ope ra- 
tions of tbe system, and the interests 
identified with it in every part of the 
world, have evolved principles appropri 
ate to its maintenance wholly independ- 
ent ol those contemplated bv Its origin- 
ators. Having adopted the" conclusion 
that the common interests of msnkind de- 
mand its preservation through all baz 
arda, I find nodifHculty inemploying any 
means or agencies necessary to enforce its 
authority. This judgment, if known, I 
am ( ertectly aware, would be regarded by 
quite all the South, aud a considerable 
portion of the North, as a species of trea- 
son against tbe States, certainly aa gross 
apostacy from the tenets of our political 
faith. But as dangers thicken '

Tbo plaintiffs were tbe owners of a 
tract ot land in JeBerson rounty, Ky., 
which hud been incumbered bv certain 
leins for the security of certain debts, 
which bad been foreclosed, and a decree 
of sale obtained. At the lime of sale, iu 
April, lsri2, the defendant, Crutcher, bid 
for tbe land, and announced at tbe Bale 
that he was bidding for the owners ol the 
land, who were In the State of Mississip- 
pi, and, of course, on account of the war, 
unable to attend personally to anv busi- 
ness in Kentucky, and this anuonnce* 
ment induced persons who intended to 
bid to forbear, heuc the land was sold for 
leas limn its value bv reason of this an 
limine iiicnt.

Crutcher, sold the laud to the defendant, 
Alexander, for something more than 
twice as much as he bad bidden for it, 
and the plaintiffs brought this suit in Oc- 
tober, 1865, alleging these facta, aud that 
A lex antler was aware of the anuounce- 
'.nent of fruteher at tbe judi- 
cial sale. This Alexander denies. 
I think it may be assumed from the proof, 
or for the sake of argument, that a person 
who waa an attorney-at-law. and who ex- 
amined the title for and as the friend of 
Alexander, in his absence, had reasona- 
ble notice of the fact ; but it is not shown 
that Alexander ever ordered the employ- 
ment of mi attorney toexaiiiine the title, 
or that he desired nn examination to be 
made by his agent (for he b.iught by an 
agent), and the agent suvs in his deposi- 
tion that he did not employ an attorney, 
and that he had no notice himeelf of what 
occurred at the Bale, and it is not pretend- 
ed that any notice came to Alexander 
ls?rsonally until lie had received the deed 
tor the property and had paid a consider- 
able portion of the purchase money.

We tee it laid down generally in man v 
books, that to l*» a purchaser without no- 
'ice, the party must have paid the whole 
purchase money and received the deed; 
but this generally is only or absolutely 
true as to the purchase money paid after 
notice, not aa to what is paid before; 
for generally not alwavs to that 
extent the purchaser has" the belter 
equity. Ii <)eiM?ndb mueli on the relief 
'he purchaser seeks— a lien 011 the land 
for what he has paid, or the la nd itaelf. 

The plaintiff seeks to recover the land 
'r.mi Alexander, because Crutcher held 
it as trustee for them; eud Alexander 
<tays, in addition to his want of notice, 
1 hat they were of tbe people of the re- 
bellious States, in actual war against the 
United Slates, aidintr aud aliening tbe 
enemies of tbe Government at the time 
>f the purchase of Crutcher, and of his 
purchase from Crutcher, and that there 
could be no such thing as tbe trust of au 
■state held-for them according to the gen- 
eral laws of war, and the action taken by 
he Congress and President in pursuance 
thereof. It appears they were reaidents 
• r Mississippi at the time. 

This defence I deem conclusive as to 
Alexander. There could not strictly be 
a trust estate in the lands created by 
'iral declarations of Crutcher in favor of 
rinv person, and especially not in lavorof 
persons living in an enemy's country; 
aud the Slate of Mississippi waa then the 
country of an enemy. I am sorry to write 

It is undoubtedly true that when a per- 
son, by his declaration at a public sale of 
properly, induces other persons not to bid 
because he is bidding for an absent or dis- 
tressed owner, and he obtained the prop- 
erty for less than its value, by such 
means, and afterwards pretends to hold It 
as his own, fairly bought ; the courts will 
say it is not fair lo bold it: and some- 
times be is called .1 trustee; but this is 
only an artificial expression, made bv the 
courts, to indicate the remedy to be given 
a» to tbe thing Isiught. He is a bolder bv 
indirect ion anil wrong, unless the other 
party treats him with gros» inattention of 
his kindness, by not coming to stand in 
uis place in proper time, on notice of 
what be has done. 

In this case, Crutcher could not be a 
'ruMeo by parol, according to tbe statute 
of frauds, and becoul 1 not be a trustee by 
suy other shape of contract, because he 
i-ould not make a contract in regard to 
property iu Kentucky with the plaintiffa, 
wno at that time stood as alien enemies, 
111 Mississippi, and tbe law, ot course, 
from what he did, would have implied 
no contract of trust with these parties, for 
a direct contract could not lawfully have 
Issen made, or any title or estate iu trust 
created. 

Then, as to Alexander, it dis»s not mat- 
ter whether he had notice or not. 

But, aa to Crutcher, how does the case 
stand? 

He evidently, by his announcement 
that he was bidding for abseut persons in 
this distressing time of war, did discour- 
se, aud indeed, stop other bidding, and 
did obtain the property for much 
leas the.n it was worth. "Now, in this 
time ot war, and general non-intercourse 
and common suffering, he could not 
have expected that the purchase money 
could be repaid to him soon, or in anv 
definite time, and it is not shown that the 
plaintiffs had any notice of what had been 
V i mi "n. They ought to have come for- 
ward to indemnify him at some reason- 
able time at any rate, or be might have 
sold tbe land to indemnify himself. Hut 
in February, 1Mb, it waa not reasonable 
for biui to sell the land at such an ad- 
vanced prii-e, and put all the money in 
his own pocket 1 although, perhaps, he 
might have done so, as far as bis own in- 
demnity required), forthe plaiutiff* could 
not have been taken to have rejected the 
act which seemed a kindness. 

The plaintiffs could not sue u|>on a con- 
tract or any declaration making him an 
actual trustee of the land for them; be- 
cause tbe law of war did not allow such 
contract or declaration to be binding, nor 
did the statute of frauds, if no oubdde 
equitable circumstances were connected 
with the parol contract or declaration ; 
and besides it was nudum purtum, it it 
wss only a part, but here there was no con- 
tract as the plaintilf, knew nothing of 
what had taken place. 

But their action is to be sustained upon 
the wrong done to them, by pretending 
to favor them when he brought an injury I 
to them. Their action lor this was 
suspended during the war, but when 
the war was over, their right to 
bring the suit, the persona standi 
in judicio, came to each of them as if 
there had been no war at the time. For 
the law of nations, in cases of wrongs to 
persona or property during the war— not 
in casfa of coutracta made during the 
war, for they are void— only suspends 
the remeily, because au enemy cannot 
bring an action while standing as an 
enemy in our courts, but when the war is 
over the wrong doer is subject to the 
action for the wrong done during the 
war, not connected with the war iu any- 
way, as in the case of tort, for then come* 
tbe right to aue, untouched by tbe war. 

Crutcher must therefore |>ay to the 
plaintiff what be received from Alexan- 
der over and above what he paid forthe 
laud, allowing interest ou what " 
to the time wheu he was reiiubu 
payment from Alexander, aud 
ble commission, and tbe case is referred 
to the Comiiiiaaiouer to report what this 
shall be, taking into consideration rents 
ami improvements. Aud, as Alexander, 
the case is dismissed.

St. Louis, Oct. 6. 
The Kansas papers Bay a new and 
formidable insect— the locusts— threatens 
to make an invasion of Kastern Kansas, 
compared with which Ihe myriads 
of grasshoppers which have swarmed 
through Kansas in the last few weeks 
will be considered as insignificant iu 
numbers, size and destructlveness. They 
originated far west of the Itocky Moun- 
tains, and are moving eastward with 
alarming rapidity and in vast numbers. 
The advance is aaid to be within forty or 
fifty miles of Luwrence. A gentleman 
from Halt Lake says that llrigham Young 
informed him that these locusts have 
ravaged large districts in Utah, and that 
their larve would utterly destroy prairies 
by consuming the roots. 1 11 going from 
Helena to Halt Lake, a Mr. Stebbena 
passed through forty miles of graaa- 
koppers, ao thick that they clouded the 
Whole atmosphere. They were travel- 
lag south, toward I'tah, at tbe rate of five 
to eight miles a day. 

We have at last definite intelligence 
from the tobacco district ol Central Mis- 
souri. The crop did not sutler near aa 
much there as in Northeastern Missouri. 
Some of it waa touched by the frost and 
sotae was cut green, to keep it from lieing 
nipped, but the greater portion waa 
standiifg and ripened finely under the in- 
fluence of tbe good weather. The whole 
crop is now nearly in the barns.

Cincinnati, Oct. 0. 
The Hemocracy had a turnout to-night 
which eelipsed in magnitude all other 
etTorta ef«r made in this city and county. 
Ten thousand of the Democracy paraded 
the s- reets with torches and trans- 
parencies and rilled Court-street market- 
space and all streets contiguous. It was 
a crushing blow to the Jacobiu parly, 
and many a Kadical went to bed sick 
to-night aad discouraged at their pros 
pects on Tuesday next. They were only 
willing to make even bets to-night. 

The Itadlcal demonetisation to-day at 
Carthage was a "big thing on wheels,"' 
but tbe voters wero not there. It hap- 
pening to be a holiday for the children of 
the public schools, the omnibusses and 
wagons were tilled with mothers and 
their children, who had arrived on the 
fair grounds from tbe city and country. 
At Carthage, the number did not exceed 
three thousand all told. Beast Butler 
met with a cold reception, and onlyspoke 
a few minutes.
